Paper Carriers 
Canvass Routes 
For Sponsors 


Carrier boys who deliver the 
Recorder each Thursday morn- 
ing throughout Menlo Park, 
now are canvassing their routes 
to solicit voluntary sponsorship 
subscriptions of 35 cents for 
their service during November. 

Under the Recorder’s new 
controlled circulation distribu- 
tion program, these youngsters 
deliver your hometown weekly 
aewspaper to every home on 
their routes without a subscrip- 
tion fee being necessary. 

This enables the Recorder 
staff to concentrate on put- 
ting out a single better news- 
paper, capable to doing a 
better job of community ser- 
vice, a local newspaper that, 
it is hoped, is more interest- 
ing and valuable to readers, 
more effective for advertis- 
ers. 

As always, Recorder Publish- 
er Clarence A. “Cab” Burley 
explained this week, the basic 
cost of producing your local 
paper is borne by those who 
buy advertising space in it. Ev- 
en under the former advance 
subscription system, the sum 
paid by a subscriber covered 
little more than the cost of de- 
livering the newspaper to him. 

Under the voluntary system, 
the 35 cents paid monthly by 
those who feel the newspaper 
and iits delivery is worth that 
much to them, goes directly 
and entirely to the carrier boy. 
It is his only payment for ren- 
dering this weekly service. 

Each boy is, in effect, a fran- 
chised young businessman. He 
pays the Recorder the token 
sum of $1 a month for his route 
and for title to the newspapers 
supplied him for delivery. Be-

“I put my whole soul into 
it, creating his personality and 
character the way I recall them 
from my childhood and remem- 
bering that he isn’t to be 
thought of particularly as a 
person, but rather as a symbol 
of Christmas goodness and 
kindness and cheer.” 

Quite an order for the 
cheerful 78-year-old man, re- 
tired after a career with the 
postoffice, who adds that he 
thinks everybody ought to 
try being Santa Claus at least 
once. 

“I have millions of stories, 
too,” our Menlo Park Santa, 
who has lived here since 1949 
recalls, “‘and I’ve learned a lot 
about the children of Menlo 
Park, too.” 

The girls here, he says, want 
dolls. As for the boys, he ex- 
plains, they probably want 
something that’s just been put 
on the market recently. 

“T’ve been briefing myself 
on the new toys so I’ll know 
what they’re talking about,” 
Menlo Park’s Santa says. 

He adds that he always cau- 
tions small boys who get elec- 
trical trains, that they should 
give Daddy a chance to play 
with it. 

Does Santa have a name and 
an address? Menlo Park’s 
Santa Claus has them, but 
that’s not important. When 
he’s on Menlo Park’s streets, 
greeting the young, he is Santa 
Claus.

Governments All 
Face a Squeeze 


There’s an ever-tightening squeeze on most govern- 
mental subdivisions, of which cognizance should be taken 
before one starts to decry high taxes. 

It doesn’t matter whether the governmental subdivision 
is a school agency or a city government; barring the fact 
that it might be a specializing agency, like a fire district 
or a sanitary district, it faces the same problem: 

People demand a higher level of services from 
public agencies al Ithe time. 

More services more expertly tendered; widening scope 
of activities into new fields; supporting more programs 
and more people — these are among the things governments 
are asked to do. 

On the federal level, it can be seen that government 
is called upon, more and more, to support additional mil- 
lions with pensions; it has to support hospitals of various 
kinds, provide burial service for veterans and their families 
and participate in a whole area of welfare projects. 

This is just a start. A catalog of the projects in which, 
say, the department of agriculture is called upon to partici- 
pate would be a voluminous document indeed. And in 
every instance of participation, money spells the difference 
between a program or no program. 

On the local level it’s approximately the same thing. 
Recreation departments, such as Menlo Park has, are things 
of the relatively recent past. Thirty years ago, you wouldn't 
expect to find one. But today, the city’s rec department 
is taken for granted as a necessity — and it’s being called 
on to participate in more and more programs for more and 
more people. 

The schools keep getting themselves criticized for add- 
ing “frills.” But one of the most rapidly-expanding programs 
in schools today is that of adult education — certainly not 
basic to creating good and intelligent citizens entering the 
world of business, commerce and industry but rewarding 
to those thousands who participate nevertheless. 

As in everything else, figuring that most people are 
basically honest, you get what you pay for. 

So if people are going to demand more services from 
government, they should stand ready to pay for it. 
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Highway Plan Up for Discussion

The George S. Nolte Co. of 
Palo Alto has submitted a de- 
tailed outline of a proposed 
$115 million road building pro- 
gram and the total apparently 
is beyond all predictions. 

The survey made over the 
last several months includes 
every section of the county as 
the need applies to highways 
in the cities and unincorporat- 


ed areas, other than state 
routes. 
The recommendation of 


the engineering firm is to 
split the bonding program 
into three ten-year stages. 
The first, tentatively sched- 
uled for next April, would 
be for $38,410,000. A second 
bond issue in about 1972 
would be $31 million and the 
final stage set for about mid- 

1980 would be for $46 mil- 
lions, according to the long- 
range plan. 

There are 23 projects listed 
in the first stage, designated to 
handle the immediate critical 
areas. All parts of the county 
are included, except for the 
lower Coastside. 

The south county section has 
its full share, and most all will 
agree that these highways are 
badly in need of moderniza- 
tion to handle present-day traf- 
fic. 

Atherton, which for years 
has fought most road pro- 
grams, will have its two prin- 
cipal secondary laterals im- 
proved to approximate ‘“ex- 
pressway” status. 

The Alameda de las Pulgas, 


Fernside Street in Redwood 
City to the Santa Clara county 
line is down for $3,900,000, of 
which $2,400,000 is for right- 
of-way acquisition and only 
$1,500,000 for construction. 

Middlefield Road from 

Semi-Circular Drive to Rav- 
enswood Avenue, $730,000; 
$610,000 being for construc- 
tion. Both of these thorough- 
fares are becoming increas- 
ingly congested during com- 
mute hours but we can al.- 
most hear the protests from 
Atherton home owners when 
detailed plans are made 
known. 

Ravenswood Avenue from El 
Camino to Middlefield (% 
mile) is down for $1,135,000, 
with $665,000 for construction. 
Willow Road (.9 mile) $930,000. 
Edgewood Road, figured as a 
principal lateral from the Ala- 
meda in Redwood City to the 
new Junipero Serra Freeway 
(Canada Road) a distance of 
two miles, will cost $2,410,000, 
of which $1,425,000 is for con- 
struction and the balance righ- 
of-way. 

A third south county road 
needing improvement is Ral- 
ston Avenue in Belmont from 
Pclhemus to Bayshore Free- 
way, $2,960,000, of which 
$725,000 would go for right-of- 
day purchases. An important 
link near Sharp Park, from 
Sharp Park Road to Fessler 
Avenue extension would cost 
$1,485,000 for 2.3 miles. 

The next step in the high- 
way program following the 


board of supervisors’ own 
study will be to bring in the 
Officials of cities for their 
approval. 

Naturally, we can expect de- 
mands for more projects in the 
first bond issue. City officials 
have been as much a part of 
the survey as has the county 
but still there will be requests 
for changes. Every city has 
participated with the exception 
of Burlingame, which apparent- 
ly wants to keep its narrow 
and crowded streets as they 
are. 

The Nolte officials have rec- 
ommended a 20-cent road tax 
to pay off the huge bond issue. 
This may be lowered somewhat 
if the state legislature passes 
an extra one-cent gasoline tax 
next year for cities and coun- 
ties. 

This new money could help 
pay off the bonds. 

Much of the present highway 
users’ tax to cities and coun- 
ties must go for maintenance 
and this is not expected to be 
changed. Whether the addition- 
al gas tax revenue is forthcom- 
ing or not, it will not provide 
the funds that are needed for 
new construction. 

There will be opposition, 
of course. Some of it will 
come from people who think 
that highway construction 
costs should be financed en- 
tirely by highway users and 
not property taxes. The 
main opposition, however, 
will come from _ residents 
who will object to losing 
their front yards to a new 


Municipal Report: 


‘Philosophy of Parking’ 


City councilmen and the 
chairman of the Menlo Park 
Chamber of Commerce parking 
committee, Robert Starkweath- 
er, got together for discussion 
last week, and it appeared that 
all present felt that there was

more offstreet parking to serve 
the downtown area. 

Starkweather was concerned 
with learning the council’s 
“philosophy” concerning off- 
street parking, as a guide to 

the studies which his commit- 
tee will undertake. 

He said the studies might 
take a year to complete, unless 
an offstreet parking district 
proposal now being put togeth- 
er by City Engineer Edwin 
Smith gains an even more im- 
mediate acceptance. 

Smith’s proposal is sched- 
uled to be submitted before 
the council within the next 
couple of weeks. 

Indicating that the Chamber 
membership has been concern- 
ed and observant regarding 
the solution of downtown park- 
ing problems, Starkweather re- 
lated some schemes which he’d 
observed in other communities. 

In some places, Starkweath- 
er said, they’re pretty extreme 
about it. . 

In Fresno, for instance, he 
said time limits had been im- 
posed in the downtown area, 
in order to force ‘‘all day” park- 
ers to park in residential ar- 
eas. 
“We impose such restrictions 
so that, ultimately, people liv- 
ing in town and working in the 
central business district will 
find the closest they can drive 
toward their job will be to a 
parking space in front of their 
own houses,” Starkweather 
quoted one official there as 
telling him. 

“That way,” Starkweather 
said the offiical said, “we'll ul- 
timately force the creation of 
an effective public transporta- 
tion system.”

er the first point in their 
philosophy. 

This led logicallly to the 
next point in the discusssion: 
Providing parking in the down- 
town area, for everybody that 
wants it, is the downtown ar- 
ea’s job. 

This, it was agreed, not on- 
ly included the Santa Cruz Av- 
enue business district, but ar- 
eas facing El Camino Real 
which are in commercial zones. 

Starkweather noted that 
some shopping centers use “el- 
ephant trains’ to move shop- 
pers around from store to 
store, thus cutting down con- 
gestion. 

It was pointed out by Coun- 
cilman Michael Belangie, how- 
ever, that in Menlo Park, the 
retail stores stand side to side 
with professional offices. Mem- 
bers of the staffs of these of- 
fices use the city’s offstreet 
parking, too. 


(One member of the audi- 
ence with offices downtown 
said that members of his 
staff usually parked close to 
their place of work — in an 
area zoned for two-hour park- 

/ing — and used their “cof- 
fee break” time to move their 
cars ‘around to avoid cita- 
tions.) 


Owners of the office build- 
ings, however, participated in 
parking assessment districts 
and the cost of the parking spa- 
ces is being borne by their ten- 
ants, though. 

Upshot of this part of the 
discussion was the considera- 
tion that time limits were a 
mistake, resulting only in peri- 
odic upheaval through the day 
as the office workers re-shuf- 
fled the positions of their cars. 

“We have to park people 
closer to the store in which 
they want to shop ,even if it 
means double or triple-deck 
parking,” Starkweather observ- 
ed. 


Mayor William R. Lawson en- 
tered the discussion to observe 
that the parking problem is 
one for the entire downtown 
area and that it should be solv- 
ed as an area-wire problem — 
not on a block-by-block basis. 

And meanwhile, he said, the 
merchants should continue to 
try to acquire as much offstreet 
parking as possible. 


Starkweather discussed an- 
other alternative: The possi- 
bility of putting up a three- 
story parking garage, with 
shops around the perimeter 
of the upper floor. The shops 
could be leased out and the 
rental used by the partici- 
pants in the district to help 
defray construction costs un- 
der such a scheme. 


It wasn’t pointed out in the 
discussion, but land acquisi- 
tion in the present plaza areas 
has been accomplished. Thus, 
to put decks over these plazas 
would be a matter of financing 
construction purely. 

To show how the value of 
parking plaza property has 
grown, City Manager John R. 


Johnson cited the case of the 
first downtown plaza, purchas- 
ed in 1948, in the block bound- 
ed by El Camino Real, Oak 
Grove and Santa Cruz Avenues, 
and Chestnut Street. 

In 1948 the land acquisition 
cost was figured at 27 cents a 
square foot. 

If an assessment district had 
to come up with the price of 
that same plaza now, it would 
have to come up with an esti- 
mated $5 to $8 a square foot, 
Johnson said. 

That figures out to some 
thing better than a 2000 per 
cent increase in land value ov- 
er 14 years. 

Not a bad investment on the 
part of that original assessment 
district.

Editor, the Recorder: 

I just want to thank you for your discerning and help- 
ful editorial of November 22, which recalled the serious 
effort of Ravenswood School District patrons and parents 
to finance a good school program. As a former active mem- 
ber of the district’s citizens’ committee, I recall very well 
how much toil and near tears went into those tax and 
bond election campaigns. None of us were “happy’ to 
have the very high school tax rates we secured, but we 
had no doubt that these were necessary. I’m sure the dis- 
trict’s citizens have always felt they were pulling honestly 
and willingly the oar on their side of the south county 
school boat. 

Unification was talked about in 1950 or shortly there- 
after. The citizens’ committee of Ravenswood had a sub- 
committee on unification, which met with similar repre- 
sentatives from the elementary districts forming this south- 
eastern pocket of the county. Reading your editorial, I 
see little change in the general pattern of thinking over 
the dozen years since, althqugh in those earlier years we 
were examining a Ravenswood-Menlo Park-Las Lomitas- 
Portola-Woodside unification. It still seems very hard to 
get neighbors to join up for a community enterprise, and 
with the new growth the sense of community seems even 
less certain than ever. But now maybe the press is ready to 
offer a larger hand in helping to shape unification opinion. 
There’s plenty of room on the thwart. Just watch out for 
blisters and splinters; they will be many and large.
